‘Bdge Laid Belts. 


According to Leigh, a a “better method of pro- 
ducing a broad belt than the usual American 
double leather belting sewed together—a method 
by which the article can be made with the great- 
est ease of any thickness or width, perfectly 
equal in texture throughout, and alike on both 
sides—consists in cutting up the hides into strips 
the width of the intended thickness of the belt, 
and setting them on edge, these strips to have 
holes punched in them about \ of an inch in 
diameter, and 1 inch apart; nails, made of round 
wire, clinched up at one end for a head and 
flattened at the other, are used for fastening the 
leather strips together. Each nail is in this 
case half the width of the intended belt, and 
after the strips are all built upon the nails, the 
ends of the latter are turned down and driven 
into the leather, thus making a firm strap, with- 
out any kind of cement, splicings, or similar 
treatment. When a strap made in accordance 
with this plan requires to be tightened, it is 
only necessary to take it asunder at the step 
lines of the splice, cut off from each end of the 
strap what is required, and piece up again with 
wire nails or laces going entirely through the 
strap. 


Apparatus for Evaporating and Calcining 
Alkaline Solutions. 





The illustration shows the design of an im- 
proved apparatus for recovering the caustic soda 
contained in the alkaline solution or waste- 
liquor from the chemical treatment of wood in 
the manufacture of wood-pulp, and to render the 
same ready for use again by evaporating and 
calcining in a recovery-furnace. 

The furnace represented at A is built of brick, 
and of a size according to the capacity required. 
At one end is a fire-space, a, and at the opposite 
end is a chimney, 0; c ¢ are doors, through 
which to supply fuel to the grate d, and there 
are lower doors, e e, to give access to the fire for 
stirring. 

The arch f over fire-space a is inclined down- 
ward from front to rear, to form a narrow 
escape-passage over the bridge-wall g, whick 
passage leads over the top of the calcining- 
hearths A i and over the liquor-pans k | to chim- 
ney b. The fire-space a is surrounded at the top 
and sides by an air-space, m, that communicates 
with the outer air by openings m! at the front 
of the furnace, and with space a by openings m? 
in the arch f and side.walls. 

The front wall of the furnace is built deep, so 
that there is a shelf, n, behind the fire-doors, 
on which the coal for fuel is first laid in charg- 
ing the furnace, and it is prevented from drop- 
ping down too readily upon the grate-bars by 
asmall arch,n’. The calcining-hearth h, that 
is immediately behind the bridge-wall, is on a 
level higher than the hearth i, for purposes here- 
inafter mtntioned. The bottoms of these hearths 
hi are formed of fire brick, and beneath each 
hearth are channels h’, that communicate with 
the outer air at both sides of the furnace, and 
permit a free circulation of air. 

The object of these air channels is to allow 
evaporation of the moisture absorbed by the fire- 
brick from the liquor contained on the hearths; 
otherwise when the calcining process commenced 
the increased heat, acting upon the moist bricks 
would crack them and cause leakage when the 
hearths were refilled. The hearth, h, is separated 
from i by the bridge-wall o, and across the rear 
of i is a third bridge-wall, o’. These walls, g, 0, 
and o’, retain the liquor upon the hearths. The 
centre wall, 0, has a passage, p, through from 
side to side of furnace A, and cross-passages p’, 
that open over hearth, i, to admit air. 

Above the hearth i is an iron tank, k, and 
above k is a longer tank, !, both of which tanks 
rest in the side walls of the furnace. In the top 
of the furnace and open to the outer air isa 
third tank, s. A pipe, s’, passes from the bot- 
tom of s out at the side of the furnace, where it 
is furnished with a cock, and from thence enters 
the furnace over tank 1. The tank / discharges 
to k by a similar pipe, l’, and tank k discharges 
to hearths h i by the pipes i’ k’, respectively. 

Above the tanks k / are openings through 
the sides of the furnace A, closed on the outside 
by doors, rt, so as not permit observation of 
the liquor in the pans. Above tank k is an 
opening closed by door u, through which open- 
ing the mass on hearth h can be stirred and the 
calcined ash removed, The hearth i has a simi- 
lar opening above it, closed by a door, v. The 
walls of the furnace are also provided with man- 
hole openings w, that will be closed when the 
furnace is in action, and may be opened to give 
access to the interior for repairs. 

The operation of the furnace will be as fol- 
lows: In feeding the fire the coal is supplied 


upon the platform n until the whole « space be- 
hind the fire-doors is filled up. In this position 
the coals are subjected to heat from the fire on 
grate d, and give up their gases until converted 
to coke, when the fire-doors are to be opened, 
the incandescent coals pushed down upon the 


main fire, and the space fillud again with fresh | 


coals. 

The air for the combustion of the fuel can 
only enter from beneath the grate-bars and by 
the openings m*, thus becoming heated before 
entering the fire-chamber, and, being supplied in 
sufficient quantity, causes a perfect combustion 
of the gases with intense heat. The heat and 
flame are caused, by the shape of arch /, to im- 
pinge upon the hearth A at an angle, and from 
thence to pass over wall, 0, to the hearth i, and 
beneath and over pans, k 1, to the chimney. The 
waste liquor or alkaline solution is first supplied 
to tank s, and by the pipes described to tanks 
l and k, and becomes more or less evaporated. 

When the liquor in tank k, where the evapora- 
tion is most rapid, has become about as thick as 
sirup, it is run upon the hearths, h i. The con- 
tents of h, being exposed directly to the flame 
and heat, is quickly deprived of its 
remaining water, and the organic 
matters contained in the residuum 
commence to burn. The mass is 
to be thoroughly stirred until all 
the carbonaceous matters are con- 
sumed or driven off, and the soda 
remains in the form of a carbonate. 
When the process is completed the 
ash is removed through the door v. 
The hearth i, being larger and sub- 
jected to less heat, the operation 
will be slower. By having the two 
hearths, their contents are more 
equally exposed and the process 
rendered uniform. The operation 
is successive and continuous, each 
hearth or pan being filled from 
above when its contents are re- 
moved. 
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By this construction intense heat 
is obtained, and consequently rap- 
idity of action, economy of fuel, 
with perfect combustion, durabil- 
ity, and cleanliness. The inventor 
claims: In a furnace for evaporat- 
ing and calcining alkaline solutions, 
the liquor-tanks s 1k, the hearths h i, the divid- 


ing bridge-wall o, having the air chambers p and | 


opening p’, and provided with air chambers h’ 
beneath them, and the pipes s’ l’ i’ k’, each pro- 
vided with cocks on the outside of the furnace, 
in combination with each other and with the 
fire chamber a, surrounded on three of its sides 
by the space m, communicating with the open- 
ings m' m?.

United States Treasury Department. 


4,093.—Free Entry—Terra Alba, Aluminous. 
Collector of Customs, New York: 

The Department duly received your letter of 
the 13th of January last, submitting the appeal 
(478 f) of R. D. Jackson from your assessment 
of duty at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem on 
certain “terra alba, aluminous,” so-called, im- 
ported by him, per the City of Georgia, May 30, 
1878, The report of the appraiser at your port 
states that he has been unable to discover any 
article known in scientific works or in commerce 
as terra alba, aluminous, which article is ex- 
empt from duty under the free list of the Re- 
vised Statutes. Two different samples, under- 
stood to represent this class of merchandise, 
have been submitted for analysis. One of the 
samples was furnished by the appraiser to Dr. 
Tilden, of his office, who reported that it con- 
tained 51.31 per cent alumina. Anothersample, 
also tested by Dr. Tilden, contained about 58 per 
cent. of alumina. The former, the appraiser 
states, more correctly represents the general 
character of the importation in question. A 





his importation was analyzed by Messrs. Torrey 
and Eaton, and their analysis shows 55 per cent. 
of alumina. The article appears to be an earthy 
substance, varying in colors from a light-cream 
or buff color to a darkish brown, and to be valu- 
able only for the alumina which is contained in 
it. The terra alba of commerce is simply ground 
gypsum or sulphate of lime, containing no 
aluminous qualities. Dr. Tilden states that, in 
all strictness of terms, any white earth contain- 
ing more than 33 per cent. of alumina may be 
called “terra alba, aluminous.” In opposition 
to the report of the appraiser, that no earthy 
substance is known to commerce as terra alba, 
aluminous, I find among the papers submitted by 
the importers a certificate of Theodore V. Fow- 
ler, of Buffalo, dated the 5th of May, 1879, in 
which he states that he has known the article, 
‘‘aluminous terra alba,” for a long time; that it 
is a regular article of commerce, and known by 
that name in the market; that it isa crude earthy

Messrs. Gerard & Gerard, of 174 Pearl street, 
New York, state, under date of May 3, 1879, 
that aluminous terra alba is very well known to 
them as an article in this market; that it con- 
tains from 33 to 74 per cent. of alumina; that it 
is a crude earthy substance, and in color is cream 
or gray, and is valuable only for its aluminous 
qualities. T. J. Parker, late Professor of Ana- 
lytical Chemistry of the Cooper Union, New 
York, states, under date of May 3, 1879, that 


the mineral or earth known to him and in com- | 
merce as aluminous terra alba, is a ferruginous | 


hydrate of alumina, varying in color from a 
dirty red to a light brown, according to locality ; 
contains from 34 to 74 per cent. of aluminous 
oxide or alumina: and that its only use, known 
to him, is for the manufacture of aluminum 
products. George W. Gesner, consulting chein- 
ist, No. 81 John street, New York, states, in a 
certificate dated May 6, 1879, that aluminous 
terra alba is well known to him as an article of 
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commerce, and has its regular quotations in the 
markets of the world where found; that it is a 
cream-colored substance containing a large per 
centage of alumina; has been known to chemists 
and dealers in such article for several year 

that it contains from 33 to 75 per cent. of alu- 
mina, and, so far, has only been found valuable 
for its aluminous qualities. These statements 
are in opposition to those of the appraiser, and 
the facts accepted in decision No. 2,485, that 
there was no such article known to commerce as 
terra alba alumina. While the samples teste 
by Dr. Tilden differ to some extent, they are 
uniform in one respect, viz., that thev contain a 
large percentage of alumina, and are valuable 
only on that account. The testimony tends to 
show that the article in question is entitled to 
entry free of duty as the terra alba alumina 
specified in the free list, as it is a light earthy 
substance, aluminous in quality. You will 
therefore readjust the entry, and exempt the 
article in question from duty. This decision will 
not affect the ordinary terra alba, not alumi- 
nous, which is dutiable at 20 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. The article embraced in the appeal 
(2,376 f) of J. W. Masters, per “John Ham- 
mett,” April 30, 1879, is understood to be iden- 
tical in character with that embraced in the ap- 
peal herein decided. If this is found to be the 
fact you may apply the decision herein made 
to that appeal.—July 12.

Trade keeps very quiet indeed. London is half 
empty and has been for a fortnight. Business is, 
therefore, to a great extent at a standstill until 
the holidays are over. 

Raw materials are not quite so healthy as they 
were. Middle-classed rags keep very firm, but 
there is a certain easiness which betokens a slack 
demand. Buyersare not keen. The market is 
undergoing a sort of change, and people who 
have been bolstering up their prices have found 
out that the scare won’t do any longer. The 
Russian plague helped very little, and, I fancy, 
It is not much 
use attempting to drive our markets in rags, as 
we have a good all-round supply. 

Several very large sales of wood-pulp have 
been transacted lately, at rather low figures, 
though. I am quite proud toknow 
that the experiments I recom- 
mended so long ago in THE JouR- 
NAL have resulted in good and sat- 
isfactory ends. Gunny is getting 
up a little, there being some for- 
eign orders in the market. Waste- 
papers are scarcely so well, and 
business at home in this line is 
essentially dreary and depressed. 
I send prices of all fibres up to 
date 


I went for a journey through 
Kent and Sussex to have a peep at 
the barvest operations last week. 
Iam afraid straw wil! be scarce 
thisautumn. Our farmers’ leases 
prevent their selling their straw, 
but compel them to put it back 
upon the land as manure—a wise 
clause, after all. This year straw 
will be economized even by the far- 
mers near town, who do sell straw 
and buy town manure. More 
straw will be eaten, too, this year, 
as the hay is very bad and has been 
sadly spoiled by the rain. The 
hops are not good, so the Kentish farmers will 
have to be very careful and turn everything they 
can into money. The retail price of straw in the 
county is £3 per ton. Last year foreign straw 








| was delivered ex ship in Thames from Rotter- 


aam for 47s. per ton, press packed. What the 
price will be this year I can’t say, but it will be 
a long way near double that figure. 

I reported last week the resignation of the 
foreman at Snodland Mills. This week I regret 
to announce that Eustace Hook, after many 
years’ connection with the mills, has resigned 
also. The circumstances of his leaving the mill, 
whose prosperity and success have been entirely 
in his hands for the past two hard years, will be 
laid before the trade through the medium of 
THE JOURNAL in my next. 

My Lancashire correspondent writes me as 
follows: ‘Trade is still very quiet bere. Al- 
though there are a few very large orders ready 
to be given out, buyers “are fighting for lower 
prices. Orders for news are being taken to be 
delivered in London at 244d. per pound, less 5 
per cent. discount and 2!¢ per cent. agent’s com- 
mission. This is simply ruinous to paper-mak- 
ers, as it certaiuly cannot be made for the money 
with raw materials at their present prices. 

“Good printings and common engine-sized writ- 
ings do not relax in price so much as news, al- 
though the demand is less. 

‘**T bave been hunting and ferreting about for 
mill news, but without effect. Everybody seems 
to be plodding and struggling with their difficul- 
ties as best they can, in the hope that trade will 
improve during the autumn. 

‘* Esparto still keeps firm; £4 15s. for fair aver- 
age Tripoli, and for Oran, £5 16s. 3d., f. o. r.

Heizaburo Okawa, the Japanese, whom I men- 
tioned in a former letter, is studying paper 
making at both the Crocker and Beebe & Hol- 
brook mills. His object is to learn the latest 
American processes. He will remain here about 
three years. 

8S. F. Stebbins has nearly recovered the use 
of his arm, which was severely injured some 
time ago. 

The Hartford Transportation Company finds 
its business increasing to such an extent that a 
new wharf at South Holyoke has become an 
imperative necessity. 

The test of turbine water wheels is now posi- 
tively put down for October 1. There are nine 
wheels on the ground; others are arriving daily. 

The Hampshire Paper Company has just com- 
pleted the improvements commenced recently. 

The Vernon Bros. have purchased for $300 a 
wood lot near their Salmon Falls Mill. They 
are pushing their new buildings forward rapidly 
and when completed the capacity will be greatly 
increased. 

The Smith Paper Company has purchased of 
the Lennox Iron Company a parcel of real 
estate, including the right to equity in the “ Pet- 
tee” place, for $1,000, subject to a mortgage of 
$2,300.

The water is unusually pure, and 
they will use it in the manufacture of their 
paper. 

F. H. Whittlesey, who recently started up the 
Canal Mill at Windsor Locks, talks of enlarg- 
ing, his business being so good. 

Hascal Dodge, of Middlefield, 
paper mill 150 feet by 40 feet. 

The Keith Paper Company at Turner’s Falls is 
running on specialties in fine paper. Business is 
so good that the company is looking forward to 
av enlargement of its mill before long. 

Capt. Byron Weston, of Dalton, the well- 
known paper manufacturer, has been nominated 
as a candidate for Lieutenant Governor on the 
Republican ticket Certainly the party might 
go farther and fare a good deal worse. 

Business is reported good up in Berkshire 
County.

The First Fourdrinier Machine. 


To the Editor of the Journal : 

In your editorial in No. 279 you say: ‘Some 
of our readers will recall that last year we 
printed an account of a Fourdrinier machine 
which was made and started up at North Wind- 
ham, Conn., in 1826. We do not find its claim 
to priority is so far disputed.” But so far as I 
understand the communication of Mr. Adams 
he not only disputes but refutes it. There is no 
hearsay evidence in the case, as after giving 
particulars of parties employed, day and date, 
he states emphatically of the Saugerties ma- 
chine, ‘This was undoubtedly the first Four- 
drinier machine started in this country.” This, 
coming from such a source, is sufficient warrant 
that the machine started up at Saugerties, 
N. Y., on October 24, 1827, was the first Four- 
drinier started on this continent. OLp TIMEs.

The Dry Loft vs. Drying Machine. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

Before (as suggested in Queries and Replies) 
discarding the drying loft I think it would be as 
well to make inquiry as to what success the Old 
Berkshire Mill at Dalton, Mass., had with the 
drying machine. I know that it was fitted at 
great expense, and as near as possible after the 
model of English machines, and that after per- 
severing for several months they were compelled 
to acknowledge it a failure. It was popularly 
supposed, and so stated, that its use would bea 
preventive of rust marks, but experience proved 
this to be a fallacy. Paper with particles of iron in 
it will eventually develop rust marks, whether it 
is dried by loft or machine. The real remedy is 
to have the cause removed before the stuff goes 
into the chest (particles caused by friction of 
roll bars on plate are so minute that it is im- 
possible for them to make rust specks). If caused 
by roll bars, scrape thoroughly and repaint. 
Use as far as possible copper for water pip ’s and 
leaders to chest. If in the stock, fit up in 
engines the patentof William Russel, Union 
ville, Conn.

A little after four o’clock on Monday morning 
the west-end building of the Miami Valley Paper 
Mill, owned by Schultz & Manning, at Miamis- 
burg. O., was discovered to be on fire. The 
flames spread so rapidly that nothing of value 
could be removed from the building, and the 
entire wood work and the contents of the mill 
were destroyed, except a rotary boiler and some 
machinery on the lower floor. The mill had not 
been in operation for more than a week, and 
workmen were engaged in making repairs. Since 
Saturday afternoon neither the proprietors nor 
the workmen had been in the mill, and no fire 
had been used there for a week. No oiled rags 
were in bulk anywhere, and the fire could not 
have been caused by spontaneous combustion. 
A chute from a second story window to the 
ground made the ‘dusting room” accessible 
from the outside. It is the belief of those who 
have the matter under investigation that the 
fire was the work of an incendiary. The loss 
will not exceed $5,000, which is insured. There 
was very little stock in that part of the mill, and 
the east-énd buildings, containing the valuable 
machinery, were by the greatest effort saved. 
The damage will be repaired at once.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 


ket throughout the week was characterized by | 


ease, and call borrowers, in the majority of in- 
stances, found ready accommodation at 5@6 per 
cent. The large receipts of specie from abroad, 
though not for obvious reasuns reflected in the 
weekly bank statement, constituted the chief in- 
fluence tending to impart ease to the monetary 
situation. There now appears to be every rea- 
son to believe that the period of stringency in 
money, so confidently predicted and so ardently 
desired by the bears in stocks, is not likely to be 
witnessed. In the discount market prime mer- 
cantile paper found ready sale at 5@6 per cent. 

Government bonds during the greater part of 
the week were strong, and under a good invest- 
ment demand prices advanced }(@‘« per cent, 
new 4’s leading the upward movement. 
market closed dull, and the changes in prices 
were unimportant. In railroad bonds an active 
business was transacted, and higher prices gen- 
erally prevailed. 

In the Sterling Exchange market the posted 
rates remained unchanged throughout the week. 
The business was of considerable magnitude, but 
mainly for account of gold imports, which have 
been far larger in amount than had been gen- 
erally anticipated.

THE PAPER TRADE.—A better movement, 
as compared with the previous week, is gener- 
ally reported in most all classes of paper during 
the period covered by our present review, and 
from indications to be seen in nearly every di- 
rection it promises to gain strength as the fall 
and winter season advances, and there are many 
in the trade who firmly believe that the reac- 
tion in the paper trade is very close at hand. 
The warehouses of many of the large paper deal- 
ers show a business activity not seen for a long 
time, and instances are reported of orders re- 
fused except for better prices than have ruled 
the market lately. This is so, to some extent, 
among those dealers not having the goods called 
for in stock, and when it becomes necessary to 
send to the mills to make up on order buyers 
are surprised at the indifference and independ 
ence exhibited by some of the dealers. They lose 
sight of the fact that most of the mills have 
about as many orders as they can conveniently 
fill, and that paper is in more demand 
than formerly. Other indications of an im- 
provement in the paper industry is the fact 
that manufacturers are buying more large- 
ly of stock and other raw material than 
usual, and it is natural to suppose from this that 
the necessity for doing so is because the demand 
upon them for paper is larger. The number of 
new publications, particularly newspapers, is 
also growing larger, and these also tend to an in- 
crease in the consumption. In Fine Writings 
the market is maintained as to price, although 
Engine-sized Papers are crowding Tub-sized 
somewhat. Book Papers continue to move very 
fairiy, the requirements of publishers necessitat- 
ing the supply of very large quantities of stock, 
which some are under the impression will be 
fully equal to if not larger than last year. The 
Manilla Paper branch of the trade has risen from 
that of the most depressed to the most active of 
any embraced in the business. There is almost 
a universal active jobbing demand for first-class 
jobbing Wrapping Manillas. White No. 2 and 
Bogus receive only a very limited call. There is 
a very fair request for these papers for bag pur- 
poses. In Hardware Manillas, owing to the great 
competition, the businese presents little encour- 
agement to either manufacturers or dealers, 
and prices are made very low. News continues 
in very regular demand and at steadier prices, 
and, if at all changed, there is probably an in- 
creased consumption due to the number of new 
papers lately started. Straw Boards are doing 
much better than at the beginning of the month 
and the business is more up to the average ex- 
pected at this season, when all lines of trade are 
consuming boxes in large quantities, Binders’ 
Boards are also moving off in larger volume to 
meet the increased demand from publishers. 
Prices are steady and quoted inside of our prices 
current, Straw Wrappings improve in the ex- 
port demand, but there is,no change in the local 
trade. Prices are very well sustained, both by 
manufacturers and dealers, 


JUTE BUTTS.—Under cable advices of an 
advance of ‘kc. at Calcutta the market here 
closes strong. There were no arrivals at New 
York this week. The sales embrace 2,000 bales 
spot at 2 9.16@2 11-16. 

WOOD PULP.—The advance in foreign stock, 
and the firmness and increased request for do- 
mestic has created a little more inquiry for 
Wood Pulp, and there isa very fair amount of 
business doing at about our former range of 
quotations.

The market for foreign stock throughout has 
undergone a very appreciable improvement dur-

The effect of this has 
been that the usual supply of country rags com- 
ing here from the West is very much smaller, 
and has created something of a scarcity in this 
market, while prices have assumed a firmer and 
much steadier tone. There is more demand than 
last week for No. 1 Whites, and No. 2 are re 
ported a trifle more active. City Seconds are 
also sought after with a greater degree of ear- 
nestness.

BAGGING, &c.—Owing to light stocks of 
Bagging in this market, and a hardening in 
prices abroad, there is a very firm market here. 
Although the arrivals for the past few weeks 
have been large, they were mostly on order. 
The number of transactions this week were 
smaller than during the week previous. The 
movement in No. 2 Gunny is comparatively 
quiet and variously quoted, some eales being re- 
ported at below 1%c., but it is generally being 
held at 1%@1%e.

range from $5 to $7.50 per ton, according to 
quality. 


ROSINS.—There is more doing in Strained, 
owing to the recent slight decline. Other kinds 
are generally unchanged except E, which being 
scarce is firmer.

Had this course 
been pursued there might have naturally been 
brought about, by this time, that higher range 
of prices which is so earnestly desired by all. | 
Should this low-priced era continue, as is threat- | 
ened by some parties in the trade, there can be | 
but one result—ruin to the majority of the com- | 
panies concerned; and then what might be ex- 
pected ? Simply the restriction of production— 
eventually higher prices. With a desire to ben- 
efit the trade, as a whole, pervading the minds 
of all the several parties in interest, it need not 
take an hour to agree upon the one thing neces- 
sary—a regulation of the supply to the demand.”
